The Educatioha! Hil) Discussed in the Senate— House 
t’rocecdinge, 

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Mr. Cameron, of 
Wisconsin, from the committee on public 
buildings and grounds, reported favorably 
the bill for the erection of a public building 
at Fortress Munroe. Placed on the calendar, 
Mr. Jones submitted a joint resvlution, 
which wasreferred tothe committee on the 
improvementof the Mississippi river, maki g 
an appropriation of $100,000 for the protection 
of the existing levees ontne lower Missis-~ 
sippi. Tie regular order was dispensed with, 
the educational bill takerr up aud Mr, Bay- 
ard took the floor. It had been his intention, 
Mr. Bayard said, to cast a silent vote on this 
measure, but the debate had more and more 
shown the interest and importance of it. Just 
in proportion as its importance and necessity 


had grown upon him, so his desire 
to find justification for it, but 
he thought Lbat it Wai seldoin 


that a measure could be brought before con- 
gress that would have such an eflect on our 
form of governmeatas the bill now before the 
senate. it was now a proposition to tax the 
people of the United States to support educa- 
tion in the respective states. It was a propo 
tion, accompanied with a condition—tuat 
condition being that in the pro- 
portion of the ignorance existing in the states, 
ihe money was to be expended. Under that 
condition the money was to be expended by 
the genera! government, acting as representa- 


tive men, executing the great trust of 
public power, under the limitations oil 
the written charter, not only under ciyil 


obligations but under those of religion added 
it was the duty of men to look carefully to 
their votesintuis body. Mr. Bayard read 
froma newspaper with which he said the 
senator from Roode Island, Mr. Anthony, 
was connected, in which speaking of the 
Blair bill an editorial said the passage of it 
would be an Uitra constitutional, thougi 
necessary autbority as a logical consequence 
ofthe enfranchisement of the negro, and 
that state schools would have to conform to 
the views of the general government. Mr 
Bayard assented to those views, so far @s cun- 
cerned the ultra constitutionality of the biil. 
Never before, hesaid, had the contlict be- 
tween duty and inclination beenso great 
with him as now, . 

The earnestness and straightforwardness of 
Mr. Blair in regard to the bill had gained Mr. 
Bayard’s regaru and he believed him to be an- 
imated wholly by a high sense of patriotic 
duty. Addresses that had been made in the 
senate by tne different senators had so im- 
preseed him that he felt obliged carefully to 
review his opinion, He knew some that said 
he had given thought to the condition of its 
people and bad observed their struggies afcver 
the war; he had observed the flower of their 
manhood slain; their strong men and war 
riors crippled; the desolation of their homes; 
Lue Upbeaval of their social system; tut there 
was Oe Cause more disastrous than ali the 
others and that was, that after the plowshare 
of desolation had done its work, and at a mo- 
ment when every self-governing agency that 
the law 


| could supply Was com- 
ing into operation, the general  gov- 
ernment adopted the unhappy policy of 


nterdictipg every vestige of seif-govern- 
ment in the south until it was absolutely an- 
nihilated. Mr. Bayard did not cite this 
for purposes of reproach or recriminpation, 
but merely asa part of history. Mr. Bayard 
had come into public life, he said, since the 
War ana his main object in doing so had been 
to do what might be in his power to bind up 
the wounds of civil warin his country, to 
assist in the restoration of all states in the 


union. ‘T’o that end he had opposed measures 
which he had deemed unequal or 
Unjust. He had been ip this chamber when 


nota single true representative of interest 
and sympathy of the southern people was 
found in it, and when such a representation 
& existed wasin truth a scandaious misrep- 
resentation. How different the condition 
existed to-day. The peopleof thesouth were 
how represented according to their will and 
the courageous and large hearted public 
Opinion of the country had risen teo high to 
permit again such an overthrow of liberty as 
bad taken place a few years ago. Mr. Bayard 
was grateful toGod that this had come, but 
this could not affect his theory of the union. 
That was unchanged. It was a union of 
equal states. What Mr. Madison had cailed 
a “compound republic of America,”’ This 
billgin Mr. Bayard’s opinion, invaded the 
harmony of our political system. He then 
entered on an elaborate argument supporting 
it by copious readings from federalist and 
oloer eariy xuthorities, to show the unconsti- 
tutionality of the bill, claiming that congress 
ad no power to tax the people at large to 
educate the people of any one state. Con 
gress had no fucd from which to pay the 
expenses contemplated. The expenses would 
have to be levied in order to meet 
them if the bill before the senate was to be 
passed, then, logically and necessarily, con- 
gress can, according to the will of a mere 
majority, occupy the entire field covered by 
the state function, and local self-government 
would die in apathy; would shriak up from 
dismse of its founts and the spring of liberty 
wouid become dry at its source. This bili, 
Mr. Bayard contended, was centralization run 
mad inits natural order.

! say that congress could 


him quite as well to stab our form of govern- 
ment in one vital part as another, and the

his. No state had ever divested itself of 
power, nor could it before God divest itself 
of the duty of providing for the alleviation of 
its Own ignorance and poverty. Concession 
to congress Of power assumed in this educa- 
tional meesure would be to eter huntry 
on @ course which must end iu the withering 
of the states. 

Mr. Gibson followed in an argument up- 
holding the gconstitutionality of* the bili.

the bill had been received with a racher cold 
welcome, and especially by some of the older 
members. They were airaid that they did 
not possess the constitutional power to dothe 
thing whichthis bill requiredof them. As 
between the two sides of the chamber Mr. 
Morgan thought there was about an equal 
division of opinion as to the constituuionatity 
of the bill. As the subject was a new one 
and the scheme a grand and farreaching one, 
be thought it would be better to 
defer final action until the peopleshould have 
been consulted, but inasmuch as there were 
still pnnacted upon by tke house of represent- 
atives about 147 of 160 bills which the senate 
had passed at this session, he did not sse much 
prospect of the messure getting through the 
present congress. No amendment that could 
be made to the bill wouid make it more ac- 
ceptable to Mr. Morgan. On the contrary, 
the more amendments had been offered, the 
more they looked to giving to the general 
government the contro! of the administration 
ofthe fund. Yet he would not be surprised 
if the friends of the measure on his 
side of the chamber in their eagerness to get 
holdof the money would yield to the de- 
mand for the control of the fund by the pa- 
ional government. It was unnecessary for 
him (Mr. Morgan) to say that he-* favored the 
resolution, but he denied that the south was 
in the lamentable condition which had been 
represented by senators. Mr, Morgan then 
dwelt upon the constitutional phases of the 
question, supporting his views by reading 
from early literature affecting national and 
State constitutions. Congress had no power, 
as he looked at it, to. enter 
upon this line of legislation and which, if it 
had the power, it would be unwise to exer- 
cise it. He would feel insulted if any man 
came to him and offered to take care of his, 
Mr. Morgan’s, children; to feed and clothe 
them or furnish them an educatiou. That 
was a duty which his affections and his God 


placed on himself. For the same 
reason the negro, if- he rightly un- 
derstood his responsibility, would 


feel that he ought to reject the aid offered by 
this bii!. At65:10 Mr. Morgan gave way for 
a mo'iom to adjoura. bBefure adjournment 
Mr. Butler submitted, in order to have

Mrs, 
Williams, the wifeof Mr. E D. Williams 
accompanied by Dr. Ridley, of LaGrange, 
arrived here last nightand went immediateiy 
to the bedside of her sufferiug husband. He 
was conscious when she reached him and 
recognized her. His eyes were totally de- 
stroyed and his sufferings are intense. Mr. 
Hightower occupied the state room wito Mr. 
Kennedy, and when the alarm was sounded 
both got up and began to dress. Mr Kennedy 
got on a part of his clothes and left the room 
half clad. When he stepped out, Mr. High 


tower closed the door, probably 
to keep the smoke out, and 
that was the last seen of 
him. The colored chambermaid had gotten 


out of the cabin, but returned to awaken the 
two ladies, Misses Avant and Simpson, and 
was never seen again. None ot the bodies of 
the lost have been recovered. The hull of 
the boat is sunk in fifreen feet ot water It 
is related that Mr. C. B. Wingate, one of the 
pilots, was missed from among the crew after 
they were ashore. He was asked for and 
some one said he was in his state room, 
whereupon a colored man of the crew darted 
aboard the flaming boat and brought Mr. 
Wingate out. This brave and grateful man 
was saved by Mr. Wingate from drowning 
last April when the steamer Wyliy was 
wrecked. The crew, as passengers, are lavish 
in praise of the kindness and interest mani- 
fested by the citizens residing nearthe place 
of thedisaster and spezialiy mentioned Mr. 
D. 3B. Fizzerald, Mr, Williford, Mr. 
Gillis, and Dr. Battle.. Everybody rallied to 
thescene and worked manfully to relieve 
the distressed—furnishing blankets, clothes 
and every other comfort in their power. A 
storekeeper near the place, whose name your 
correspondent has been unable as yet to 
leara, weg Very active and generous—<arry- 
ing everything be cculd think would be 
needed from his store, and offering whatever 
he had to the shivering and scorched people.

Testimooy of Mr, liuffin, of Richmond, as to Virginia 
P olittes. 

WasuHinGton, April 4.—Mr. Frank G. Ruf- 
fin, of Richmond, was the first witness ex- 
amined by Senator Sherman’s sub-committee 
this morning and gave a very intelligent 
statement of the politica! condition of affairs 
in Virginia as they appeared from his stend- 
point. He was a readjuster until the real 
question was settled and the capitation tax 
was repealed, after which he returned to the 
democra's. He described the stoning of the 
democratic procession after the election in 
Richmond and the experience of the coloured 
democratic clud, which had to be escorted 
by whites to a place of safety to secure 
them from the possible vioience of their coal- 
ition race fellows. He said that the people 
of Richmond had:been very guarded in their 
effuris to assist the Danville people in restor- 
ing and preserving the peace, becauae of their 
wish to avoid giving any pretext to their op- 
ponents for complaint Or any opportunity for 
alleging violence. The machinery for count- 
ing returns was entirely coutrived by the 


coalitionists. General W. C. Wickbam, 
member of the Virginia senate, 
was examined. He said his 


yorition in the cauvass was a peculiar one; 
Since 1865 he had been a republican and was 
so still. He wss requested by the democratic 
convention to announce himself as a candi- 
date, regarding the issue as one Of state poli- 
tics and not at all of national politics, The 
issue upon which he entered the canvass was 
upon good state and local government, which 
he didn’t think they had. The contest was 
an excited one from the beginning. His 
position asarepublican caused him to sup- 
pose that he had the right to expect the sup- 
port of a great mass of the colored vote He 
found it was doubtful whether he couid get 
even a respectabie proportian of the colored 
vote. The fight was made upon the color 
line by the coalitionisis, and the negroes were 
organized in ciubs, and at their weekly and 
nightly meetings, most incendiary sp:eches 
were made tothem. They were told that if 
the democrats were successful they wouid ve 
put back into slavery. Notwithstanding 
these efforts, the witness received a colored 
yote which exceeded his majority. Ten col» 
ored men were threatened with ejection from 
their church, and their wives tiréatened to 
throw their clothes out of doors and prevent 
them fromcominginto their houses if they 
yoted for witness. Since the negroes ac- 
quired the right of suffrage, there nad been 
no unjust discrimination against them by the 


laws of Virginia. Witness thought there had 
been no uniawfal combination the 
nor they

the time he joined the republican party, the 
mass of white people of Virginia were un- 
questionably democratic, and the republican 
party was toen, in a political sense, consid- 
ered the friend of the negro. It was 
natural that the colored people should join 
the republican party. When the readjuster 
party was organized, the republicans were 


divided. Witness oppozed the Te- 
pudiation of the debt. Witness 
wes invited to become a candidate 


against the coalition party on the ground tbat 
from his known position as a ropublican he 
would carry a portion of the colored vote 

‘Is there not a strong instinctive feeling 
among the colored people that their righis are 
not safe in the hands of the democratic 
arty ?’’ 

“I think that is a fact, and I think it is 
proper, Mr.. Sherman, that I should say that 
it is a fact brought about by the false teach- 
ings Of designing men. It is more a feeling 
that the repubiicans are more libera! to them 
than the democrats would be.’’ 

‘Now, dou’t you think that if the demo- 
cratic party would convince the colored peo. 
ple that their rights would be: secure under 
the control and management of the democrats 
that they would divide the colored vote’”’ 

‘Unquestionably, I think that, but it 
would be the most difiicult thing in the 
worid to prove it to them, when you have a 
party of men who want them to vote solidly 
in one way, telling them all the time that the 
democrats would oppress them.”’

THE DESTROYING ELBMEN-,

Terrible Destemestion of tine Forests im the Caroliaa 
: by Fire. 

RaeicH, April 4.—For three days and 
nights the most destructive fire ever Known 
im that seetion has been devasting the south- 
errs bordey states, extending into six or seven 
counties. Vast forests of long leaf pine have 
been attacked. They tormed the chief source 
of the timbersupply. The high winds fan- 
ned the flames into fury, and hundreds of 
thousands of trees were burned, 
and some of the largest turpentine orchards 
in the state are ruined, aD y 
farm houses have been destroyed. A number 
of towns narrowly escaped destruction. At 
Manly, on the Raleigh and Augusta railway, 
a number of houses were burned, Large 
stores of lumber and railroad siils on the 
line of the road were also destroyed, and a 
dozen turpentine distilleries ruined. The 
country, ingreat stretches, is but a black 
wilderness. Theex ent is not yet known. 
Many families are homeless. The fire has 
swept here and there some fifty miles in one 
direction and thirty in another. A few places, 
it is reported, escaped. The fires were caused 
by burning brush. The fires extended far into 
South Carolina. On the line of the Charlotie, 
Columbia and Augusta railroad trains have 
been running through miles of fire. Two 
dwellings and eight or ten barns were burned 
in that district. So far as known no lives have 
been lost.

Lonpon, April 4.—The Pall Mall Gezette 
this afternoon says Ezyptian affairs are fast 
drifting into anarchy, and through anarchy 
to annexation or war—possibly both. Eng- 
land must undertake the adiminisiration of 
Egypt. This will bea terrible burden, but 
the country must shoulder it manfally. 
Ministers may try to ignore the existence ol 
the burden, bat the comedy of such a 
course is being rapidly ‘‘played ouv.”’ ‘The 
Gazette then urges the government to asyist 
General Gordon to establish at Khartoum an 
independent state under his sovereignty.

THEIR DOINGS, 


How Phry Form, How They Travel, and How is 
the Best Way to Pretect Yourseif Against 
Thetr Destructive Embraces—8Storm Pils 
ana How to Construct Taem. 


Nothing on earth ever got the better of a 
cycione. The convulsed wind never yet re- 
ceived a black eye,

miles an hour—it will swallow a carload of 
side blades, or it will snatch a mountain 
bald-headed.

First, it may be mentioned that in 
souta cyclones invariably come from the 
west, and travel in an eastern direction. 
Scientists say ‘‘the general direction of move- 
ment of the tornado is invariably from a 
point in the southwest quadrant to a pointin 
the northwest quadrant.”’ A cyclone never 
travels from east towest. It rushes through 
the air left warm where the sun has passed. 
A cycione bpever occurson acold day, never 
Star.s at night and usually occurs in the 
afternoon. 

The sun shines ali day and in the after-

noon gets a bead on some western plane or 
like piace. It shines warmly. The 


air becomes rarified. The breath failstosup- 
ply the needed amount of oxygen and one 
feels exhausted. Thereis a stillness that is 
oppressive, broken perhapsjby little puffs that 
seem io come from a heated furnace. One 
feeisa sickly sensation from the sun’s rays. 
All this time the sun is shooting his heat 
right down atthe spot as though he had been 
commanded to stand still and bad concen‘ra 
ted his power on one littie patch of his field 
of labor. The air becomes unnaturally 
heated. It is not in its normal condition 
Things are not asthey should be. Nature's 
system is getting out oforder. The rarified 
air beginstorise. It continues to heat. it 
rises some more. ‘Jve colderair runs in at 
tbe sides to fill the vacuum and instantly the 
tornado is put in motion. 

Did you . ever see 
out af a horses trough and 
watch the water turn round and round as it 
ran out? That is the way theairturnsround 
nacyclone as it rushes in from ail sides. 

The earth is surrounded by air toa eight 
of fifty or seventy five miles, and that air has 
waves on its surface like Waves on au ocean. 
he column of rarified air that starts the cy- 
clone draws on all sides for colder air, for the 
air that nature needs to establish the equilib- 
rium, butinstead of a gentile breeze ora 
brisk wind, the effortis so stupendous that 
the angry cyclone is the result, and the rush- 
ing column dashes around looking out for 
restoring nature’s equilibrium, but unminod- 
ful of the devastation worked on the face of 
tbe earth. 

Therefore man must stand from under, 

If one cares to see the principleof acy- 
clone’s starting he can do so by setting a 
heated smoothing iron where the light shines 
througha window. Thesmall particles that 
xre in the air will be seen to float toward the 
iron and on nearing toit will rush upward,in 
the column of heated iar. 

Did you ever see a whirlwind on a cold or 
windy day? 

HOW THE CYCLONE MOVES, 

After the cyclone starts moving across the 
country its wind whirls round and round in 
this country in a direction Opposite to that 
of the bands of a watch. 

The signal observers give some interesting 
descriptions of cyclones. A workon cyclones 
just’ issued from the government press says 
the sudden appearance ot ominous clouds firs: 
fo the south west and then almostimmeidiately 
in the nortnwest or northeast, or perhaps 
reversed in the order of their appearance, 
venerally attracts the attention of the most 
casual observer. In almost all cases these 
premonitory clouds are unlike any ordinary 
formation. If they are lignt, their appear- 
ance resembles smoke issuing from a burning 
building or straw stack, rolling upward in 
fantastic shapes to great heights. Sometimes 
they are like fine mist, or quite white like fog 
orsteam. Some persons describe these light 
clouds as times apparently irridescent, or 
glowing as if a pale, whitish light issued from 
their irregular surfaces. If the premonitory 
clouds are dark, and present a deep greenish 
hue, this fairiy forebodes very greatevil. 5S» 
also if they appear jet black, from the centre 
to circumference, or if this deep jet color ap- 
pears only at the centre, graduaily 
diminishing in intensity as the outer 
edges of the clouds or bank of clouds are ap- 
proached. Sometimes these dark clouds in- 
stead of appearing in solid, heavy masses, 
roll up lightiy but stillintensely black like 
the smoke from an engine or locomotive 
burning soft coal. They nave been described 
asofa purpleor bluish tinge, orat times 
possessed of a strange lividnees, or frequently 
dark green and again of an inky biackness 
that fairly startles you with its intensity. 
This mass of furiously boiling clouds, roaring 
like thunderand if at nigut flashing with 
wild lightning strike terror to the heart of the 
beholder. As the clouds approach from op- 
posite directions they are suddenly thrown 
into thegreatest confusion breaking up as it 
were intosmall portions which dasn peil 
mell over each other and in every direction, 
now darting toward the esrth, now rush- 
ing upward to considerable height, 
or at moderate elevations, rolling 
over each other ina whirl likea pack of dogs 
inafight. Generally following closely upon 
the existence of this condition the funnel- 
shaped tornado

HoW TO GET OUT OF THE WAY. 

Old soldiers say if you see a cannon bail in 
the air, and it appears to be standing s#:i1l, 
you would better hide out. Ifit appears to 
be moving, there is no denger for you. 5») 
with the cyclone. Ifitis moving from one 
side to another, you are safe; if it seems to be 
standing stiil and only growing larger, it is 
coming directly at you. 

The advice of scientists in building houses 
in cyclone districts, is to build them just 
as ag cyclones never had 
existence. The velocity for the whirling wind 
is all the wav from a hundred to a thousand 
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The chief signal officer says for the informa- 
tion of one who sees the storm approaching: 

‘‘A sharp glance to the westward will tell 
you whether you are about the southern edge 
of the probable path of the tornado cloud or 
more to the north. If inthe center or half 
way between the center and the southern 
edge your chances are best ina direct course to 
the north. If furthertothe south move di- 
rectly and very rapidly to the south, bearing 
slightly east. In no event should you ever 
run directly to the east or 
northeast. Suppose the tornado cioud 
to be distant from you eighty rods, (one- 
fourth ofa mile) and its progressive velocity 
sixty miles per bour, it would advance one 
mile in sixty seconds or eizhty rods in fifteen 
seconds. Assuming the average width of the 
destructive path of the tornado cloud to be 
forty rods, and Whur position at the centre of 
that path, it will be seen that you have fifreen 
seconds in which to reach the outer edge of 
the path to the north, a distance of twenty 
rods, before the tornado cloud could arrive at 
your location. An extreme case has been 
assumed in every particular. Most persons 
first see the tornado cloud at a much greater 
distance—from one to three miles, sometimes 


five, and even ten miles on the  prai- 
ries. * * * A tornado does not come 
out of a clear sky, and there are 


many and ample signs of its approach. 
While the tornado cloud is traversing the 
atmosphere at some _sensiderable distunce 
from Np ips it nf) reach down 80 low as 
to just ska over the tops of the trees, de- 
scend to the level of the roofs of the build- 
ings, simply scaling off the shingles in spots, 
[t may remain ata perfectly safe distance 
throughout its aerial course, and where it 
may be seen at a great height moving solitary 
and alone like a huge balloon,” 

Never wait until the tornado is almost 
upon you before you move, and remember 
to under no circumstances move to the north- 
east, east or southeast, 

PROTECTIC® OF PROPERTY. 

The chief signa! officer says: 

“Since it is utterly impossible to move 
then from the path ef the advancing tornado 
cloud, and quite as impossible to construct 
any buildings strong enough to complete! 
resist the extrasrdinary violence of the cloud, 
it is equivalent to saying that you can never 
expect to save your buildings, a conclusion to 
which all thought upon the subject will sooner 
or later conform. It is advisable that under 
all circumstances you shou!d avoid any labor 
especiatly directed to the construction of any 
buildings whatsoever for the express purpose 
of resisting the violence of the tornado cloud, 
Build your houses, barns and stores as you 
would without the knowledge of a tornado, 
Other things being equal, a frame building is 
better than a brick or stone one. The former will 
hold together longer, is more elastic, and 
persons seeking refuge wthin its walls are 
much less liable toinjury. It matters not 
how you construct, or of what material if 
your building rises above the surface cf the 
earth, as it must necessvarily do, it offers ob- 
struction to the advance of the toraado cloud, 
and it will go either from the foundation or 
into kindling wood and a distracted maas of 
bricks and mortar in spite of the propagsiion 


ofany theory or the possidilities of archi-. 


tectural skill. The narrow belt of destruc- 
tion renders it practicable fora whole state, 
through insurance companies, to bear the 
loss that occurs at any ene point. Cheap 
onildings and general insurance is the wisest 
policy, 

Of selecting building sites it is said that lit- 
tle choice need be shown, The tornade 
cloud passes to the northeast without regard 
to the character of the earth’s surface and if 
buildings arein the line ofits destructive 
path, whether upona hill, in a valley or 
within a ravine, they are liable to succumb 
to its violence. 

A PARAGRAPH ON DUG-OUTS. 

The chief signal oftice warmly favors dug- 
outs. He says the dug-oat should be in the 
yard. The roof should be level with the 
ground and not aboveit. Itshould be con- 
venient and if possible, ina high dry place 
and if such a place is available, on the north- 
ern or eastern slope of aknoll or hill, Sink a 
shaft four or six feet square to the 
depth of the dug-out. Cut outa stairway 
on the northern side. On the side of the 
shaft opposite the stairs dig out the retreat, 
making aroom any size to suit the require- 
ment, not having it too Jarge. It shouid be 
at least three feet below the surface, and the 
roof should be supported by heavy timbers. 
When the cyclone is heard go into the pit 
and stay there. People who have no — 
as many in the city are situated, could have 
pits under their houses, with trap doors. In 
all such cases there should be an exit into the 
street or elsewhere, so that in case the house 


should fall and catch fire the occupants 
of the pit could escape without being 
roasted, It is better, of course, 


before leaving a house to put out the fre, 
andif atnight to extinguish thelamp. in 
this age ofcyclgnes it would be well for every 
person to consider well al! means of escaping 
injury in case one should come along.

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THE SOUTHERN COTTON SPINNERS. 
The telegraphic report of the proceedings 
of the convention of southern spinners at 
Aucusta is of more interest.and importance 
than would at first appear. Nothing was done, 
and there seemed to be a lack of harmony on 
the part of the mill men; but the report goes 
below the surface to some extent, and enables 
us to view the situation from the various 
stendpoints of different spinners. A super- 
ficial reading of our report would indicate a 
great lack of harmony, but this Jack of har- 
mony was apparent, and not real. A more 
exi: unded discussion would have brought har- 
mony out of the differences of opinion that 
existed, but itis hardly possible that a ma- 
jority of the spinners would have voted in 
favor of shutting down their mills tempora- 
rily or even in favor of shorter time. 

In point of fact a majority of the spinners 
were opposed to any movement looking to a 
shutting down, but were in 
favor of allowing the managers 
of each mill to look out for their 
own particular interests. With this, there 
wus an undercurrent of joviality and good 
humor quite as significant as any of tbe state- 
ments made. The spinners who assembled in 
convention neither spoke nor acted as men 
do who are under any stress of hard times, or 


geleral 


in any sort of distress either as to the present or . 


the future. Theirattitude was that of men who 
appreciate the advantages they possess and are 
anxious to make the most of them. If they 
were Jaboring under any other disadvantage 
than a temporary depression in trade, there 
would have been no substantial disagreement 
as to the remedy; for they are all men of af- 
fairs, quick to perceive their own interests 
and prompt to act. “6 
t is true the business of cotton manutfac- 
turing is notas prefitable in the south just 
now a#s it was several years ago; indeed, it is 
not as profitable just at present as it promises 
to be in the near future; but the term ‘‘pro- 
fitable’’ isarelative one. Instead of making 
from fifteen to thir y percent on the capital 
invected, the successful mills are only mak- 
ing from ten to twenty per cent. All the 
established milis, as the discussion in the 
convention shows, are doing well. Some of 
then, had hard work to fill 
orders during the past year. Where a mill is 
managed with economy and discretion and is

The over-production com- 
plained of is the result of an attempt on the 
part of the northern mills to idrive ‘he pro- 
ducts of thesoutbern mills out of the market. 
Having failed in this, a great many of them 
are pow ready to shut down orto close outen- 
tirely. Tocite aninstance, the Hooper mills in 
Mary land. five in number, run on short time. 
Three run only five days in the week, The 
managers say the outlookis very gloomy end 
that the worst has probably not been 
reached. But they do not attribute 
the depression altogether to over-pro- 
duction. They say the southern 
mills are the cause of the trouble, and the 
trouble is competition. No mills have stop- 
ped in Maryland, but the A. Campbell man- 
ufac‘uring cimpany, of Manayunk, Pa., are 
about to shut down, their mills having been 
run at a loss for several months. The mana- 
gers of these mills declare that the competi- 
tion of the southern mills is so effective in 
the coarse grades of goods that there is no 
lopger any money made by northern manu- 
facturers. Our authority for these statements 
is the Baltimore Day. 

Mr. William Young, the president of the 
Eagie and Phenix mills at Columbus, in his 
recently published statement, said that his 
company, in consuming fifty bales of cotton 
@ day, would have in the cost thereof a 
daily advantage over a New England 
mill consuming the same amount 
of cotton, of about $350 a day. A _ corre- 
spondentof the Charleston News and Courier, 
con‘roverting the arguments of Mr. Young, 
with respect to free trade, says that the daily 
advantage of a southern mill of fifty bales 
capacity would be only one hundred dollars. 
But this would amount te $50,000 in a year of 
three hundred working days, and such an ad- 
yan‘age as this is a very substantial one, 

All these estimates and figures aside, the 
recult of the convention shows that the de- 
pression in the trade has not seriously affected 
the southern spinners. There is no distress 
in the situation at present and the future is 


full of promise.

CONGRESS!ONAL INACTIVITY. 

Con gress is certainly going along very leis- 
urely, without fear of hot weather or hot pol- 
itics to come. Over four months of the session 
have elapsed since congress met, and just one 
appropriation bill has become a law. There 
are fifteen appropriation bills that have not 
been reported; and there are land grant for- 
feiture bills, the copyright and bankruptcy 
bills, the tariff bills, and scores of other bills 
tha: will be pressed before the sessiun is over. 
Ail hope of an adjournment ir June will soon 
be gone if congress dors not get to work in 
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earnest. As the senate is republican an ad- | 
journment cannot be had without consulting 
the enemy, and the democrats wil! not be able 
to force an adjournment just before the dem- 
ocratic convention unless the public business 
is well out of the way—uniess the appro- 
priatian bills are sent to the senate 
in April, or at the latest in May. The repub- 
licans do not hesitate to say that if an ad- 
journment is not effected early in June, the 
session will last until August. They say that 
if the democrats use the floor of the house to 
attack their presidential nominees, that they 
will keep congress in session a month after 
the democratic convention meets, in order to 
discuss the democratic nominees.
